N. C. Wheat Crop 


In Good Condition

RALEIGH, N. C., June 16.—An 
average condition of 87 per cent., four 
per cent, better than a year ago and 
two per cent, better than a ten year 
average, -was the June 1 condition 
of the North Carolina wheat crop, ac- 
cording to a report issued today by 
the Co-operative Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice of the North Carolina and United 
States Departments of Agriculture. 
The condition estimate Is based on 
about SCO crop reports received from 
all sections of the state. 


On the basis of information receiv- 


ed the report says that "the North 
Carolina crop has a "much better 
prospect than usual—For four years 
the weather conditions have been 
such as to result In poor fields. This 
year's prospect is the best of the four 
years." 
The largest part of the wheat 


acreage, according to the report, is in 
'the Piedmont area stretching be- 
tween 
Granville 
and -Rutherford 


counties. 
This is in the red clay 
country where the tobacco and cotton 
crops are grown to the smallest de- 
gree and where the greater diverifica- 
tion and live stock are found. 
The 


condition in this commercial wheat 
area averaged the same as for the 
entire state. 
The average price for 
the state is about $1 35 which is 
slightly less than a year ago. 
Acreage Planted In wheat is esti- 


mated in the report at 600,000 acres 
yielding slightly less than 1*0 bushels 
per acre, according to the June 1 re- 
ports.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The plan 


for having Congress provide for the 
establishment of a national military 
park at historic Yorktown. Virginia, 
will likely be abandoned now that all 
arrangements appear to have beer, 
made by the Yorwtown Hotel Com- 
pany to build the Yorktown Manot 
Hotel and Country Club there at an 
approximate cost of $2,000,000. 


The plans of the hotel company call 


for the complete preservation of the 
old Yorwtown fort, earthworks, and 
all the old landmarks. This was all 
that was in mind when this legislation 
was presented to Congress at the last 
session. 
This measure^ which was passed, 


directed the Secretary of War to ap- 
point a commission of three civilians 
to investigate and report upon the 
feasibility of establishing a park em- 
bracing the area of the last battle of 
the Revolution. 
Acting under this 
direction, 
Secretary 
Weeks named 
Seward W. Jones, of Boston: Mrs. 
James T. Morris, of Ninneapolts,. and 
John Kerr Branch, of Richmond, as 
the committee. 
They have not yet 
made any report. 


The thoroughness with which the 


Yorktown Hotel Company is planning 
to preserve the battlefield is apparent 
from the way the two 18-hole golf 
courses have been laid off. Not only 
do the' links skirt around the old for- 
tifications, instead of going across, but 
it has been arranged that no shot will 
pass over the fortifications and give 
excuse for invasion of the war relic 
zones. 
Traces of fortifications not general- 


ly known to exist have been discover- 
ed in the preliminary clearings made 
by workmen' for the hotel company, 
it is said. These are to be preserved 
as well as the fortifications with 
which visitors are familiar. r 
The hotel company, it Is pointed 


out, will in respect and venerat'on for

For Old 


>ol has been challenged to his first 
rans-continental marathon. 
The challenger is Lieutenant Rus- 
sell L. Maughan of the army air ser-- 
vice, who, between sunrise and sun- 
set of the same day, intends to. fly 
over the 2670 miles lying between 
Vow Tork and San Francisco. 
More than 92,000,000 r»lles will 
separate the competitors. Above the 
arth's surface a tiny speck will be 
making its way in an almost imper- 
ceptible arc. 
That will b« the avia- 
or chugging along at 160 miles an 
hour. 
Can Ho Do It? 


Higher up in" the heavens the sun 
will take its course m all its accus- 
omer splendor. And because' of cer- 
ain little matters of the earth'j rev- 
olution it will be making a speed of 
something liker a thousand miles an 
lour. 
• 
And yet these two, who expect to 
exchange friendly greetings 
along 
the edge of the Atlantic ocean early 
n the morning, hope to keep each 
other In sight throughout the day, 
and salute an amicable farewell along 
the Pacific oast just at sunset. 
Can the aviator do it? 
"Sura," says this extremely per- 
sonable young man who has already 
established a. -world record of 236 
miles an hour over a. one-kilometer 
course and who'won the prize at the 
Pulitzer races last fall by flying at 
:he rate of 205 ir-iles an hour over a. 
course of 100 and 200 kilometers. 
"I'm just naturally giving myself 
a lot of handicaps." he explains. "For 
one thing, I'm choosing the !on?est 
day of the year for my flight, which 
Trill cover actually about 15.7 hours. 
"Then, owing to changes in time 
between the east and west coast. I 
will gain over three hours more, so 
that all in all I am counting on 20 
hours of daylight. 


Four landing?. 


"This gain in time will enable me 
to make four landings, at Dayton, St. 
Joseph, Mo.. Chteyenn«f, Wyo., • and 
Saiduro. ^TJtah; where I-' can • stretch 
my legs, grab a "bite to- eat.' look: 'over 
the mechanism, take on fresh o.l and 
gas and be on my way again. 
"Then I'm using a. new type of 
rriy pursuit plane -which is especial- 
ly built for speed at high altitude 
Even at 20,000 feet she can go two 
and a half miles a minute. 
"Make It? Well, I'm sort of count- 


ing on it, you know, because it'll be 
my last try at making- a record. There 
are a lot of other aviators in tHte ser- 
vice and after we old fellows have 
made a record we've got to back 
down and give the others a chance."

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Lieuten- 
ant Russell L. Maughan in his youth 
expected to be a scientific farmer. In- 
stead he became the fastest flier in 
the army. 
Maughan. who soon will attempt 
to fly across the country bet-ween 
sunrise and sunset, is 30 years old 
He was born in March, 1893. 
He is a graduate of tb,e Utah Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 
When America entered the war he 
enlisted, alnging up with the Infantrj 
on Mav 17, 1917. 
His natural ability to fly asserted 
itself quickly, however, and he was 
transferred to the aviation section 
There he learned to pilot a plane 
through the skies. He has remained 
ct this hazordous job ever since. 
Last year he captured the Pulitzer 
prize.

The Bat and the Moscow Art Theatres were

New York at once rose to the variety of enter- 


tainment offered by M. Balieff's Chauve Souris.

other one man, is responsible for the present 
phase of the Russian vogue.

HE latest astonishing accomplishment of 
New York's most astonishing woman is a 
shopping expedition. 'Mrs, RiSa Hernandez 


de Albs, de Acosta Lydig—for the -woman is none 
other—on a (Jay quite recently walked into the 
National, Arts Club and, approaching the Humor- 
ist^' Exhibition, gazed about as if in search of 
something. 


Her eye rested.upon a canvas and straight- 


away, without bargaining or other formality, 
Mrs. Lydig purchased the picture.

Now in the mere fact .of the purchase there 


would be nothing untoward, since the beautiful 
social leader long has been noted as a connois- 
seur, collector and patron of the arts. Bat to 
one viewing the spectacle of her standing before 
the picture, there would have appeared 2 strange 
circumstance. Nothing less than a resemblance, 
grotesque as it was faithful, between the two fig- 
ures, one on the canvas and the other facing it 
from the floor. 


The one on the floor was of mere than mod- 
ern sightliness, +• 11, slender, very graceful, 
with dark c-yes anti glossy, dark hair sweeping 
backward frcm a clear, pale oral fflce. 
If the 


nose tiliad upward just a thought too defiantly for 
a classic cutiiae.the defect insured piquancy rather 
than marred the efr'^ct. Withal there was some- 
thing regal about the splendid poise of manner. 


The figure on the canvas likewise fascinated 


the attention more than somewhat, if for no 
reason tnan that it was like a mirror reflection 
of the one before it -with each bit of character- 
istic accentuated to a point where beauty became 
ratr.er weird and futuristic. 


The retrousse noes, for example, turned up 


with a flourish on the canvas. 
The slender, 


sweeping lines of the woman "were lengthened 
and straightened till the pictured figure was a 
perpendicular thing w:'h a hungry look. The 
painted fingers were too long, the dark hair too 
glossy, the lashes -"-o heavy end fringed. 


And one cf the too long hands was clasped

outcome of her engagement to ttie clergyman 
forbidden by church law to marry her—twice a 
divorcee ? 


That engagement and its consequences— 


though denied as co-sequences by both Dr. Grant 


which forbids him to wed the woman of his 
choice, Dr. Grant has called upon himseli the 
wrath of the illustrious heads of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. He has been threatened with 
trial for heresy and with dispossession of his 
rectorship of one of the most fkshionable and 
famous churches in the East. 


Anu Mrs. Lydig, on her part, is said to have 


visited Bishop Manning, head of the diocese, to 
juake it quite plain thsi stie will in no manner 
interfere with the standing or career of her 
fiance by marrying him except under, the canons 
cf the church. 


"Dr. Grant's pulpit is dearer to ins iban my 


own life," she is said to have informed the 
bishop. And she added that his engagement to 
her had no bearing whatsoever upon hia beliefs 
and policies as a rr.inislcr. 


It -as in 1S9G ihat Percy Slickney Grant was 


called to the "Old Knickerbocker Church"—the 
Church of the Ascension—where the Khineland- 
crs, the Asters, t>.e Apple-tons, Li-pangstons and a 
host from Ncsv York's Social register worshipped 
in cor.ventimal fasl-Jon of a Sunday n-.orning. 


AT. a condition cf his coaniijg, Dr. Grant asked 


that the church be made a free church. The pews 
were surrendered as private property and be- 
came a part oi the parish, free io everybody." Al- 
most at once it was transformed to a community 
ciurch -where Roman Catholics and Protestants, 
Jew and Gentile, agnastic nnd free thinker. So- 
cialist, Anarchist or republican amicably gath- 
ered. 
And Lr. Grant became famous as a 


chaT-pion of tl-.c pc-opJe and a broad-minded 
kadt-r of thought. 


Mfar.—hi'c, the lovely Rita Hernandez de 


Aco.-'a and her tisttrs, the almost wrjal'y lovely 
Mercedes ano Ada de Acosta, descendants of an 


old Spanish family, were causing a sensa- 
tion in New York Society with their 
beauty

and 
charm* 


Mercedes devoted herself to writing and at 
the present time her three volumes of poems, 
"Moods," "Archways of Life," ."Streets and 


- Shadows," as well as a novel, "Windchaff, are 


well knovm. She is'the wife of Abram Poole tte .. 
portrait painter. Ada. who married Oren Root, 
president of the Hudson Manhattan Railroad, 
and nephew of Elihu Root, just has been granted 
a Paris divorce. 
Rita married W. E. D. Stokes, the widely- 


known hotel man. Their union tamed out un- 
happily and she obtained a divorce on statutory 
charges. In 19C2 she married the dashing Maj. 
Philip M. Lydig of an'old New York family. But - 
this marriage, likewise, came to grief and^ in 1920 
she obtained a Paris divorce on ground of de- 
sertion. 


And then* about a year later, went out the 


announcement of the betrothal of Mrs. Lydig to 
Dr. Grant. 


"Our 
engagement is the culmination of a long 


friendship and I am very happy," was the sim- 
ple statement Mrs. Lydig made.

i'by," -was one of his statements, "in following 
religious beliefs, because it is susceptible of proof, 
while if you study your head off you can't prove 
what they say on ecclesiastical authority. We 
cannot adhere to fables any longer in religion, 
for the yoang people of today are not going to 
believe what their grandparents did. The mind 
ma«i contribute something on religion."

Whence comes this contrast and "-w^v— this

She 
does.not know, and it never has occurred to her 
that it might be an expression of dual personality 
She explains:

It is this /statement which makes Mrs. Whit- 


ney's case so interesting to psychologists. For 
it shows her two personalities. 'one dominating for 
a while, only to give way to the other. 


These psychologists point to other simils- 


cases.among artists, and of many cases in m«'dical 
history. They tell us, furthermore, that each one 
of tu has this dual personality—to some extent— 
and some of as hare. multiple personalities. But 
with few people is the difference so pronounced as 
to be noticed unless it is searched for. 


" The psychologists point to Stevenson, Flaubert 


and THaeterlhick in literature as possessors of the 
dnal personality.

"Cases of this kind are commonly known aa 


•double' or 'multiple* personality, according to the 
number of persons represented. The synthesis of 
the original consciousness, known ^s the per- 
sonal ego, Is broken wp. . . . The conscious 
states that still persist, synthesized among them- 
selves, form a new' personality. . . . This 
second personality may alternate with the origi- 
nal personality from time to time. . . .

A case of dual personality did form the basis 


of a famous fiction, as we know, in "Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Eyde." Asd, curiously enough, it was 
written by one of literature's foremost examples 
of the dual personality. 
For Stevenson's work 


shows t,vo personalities, although, contrary to 
the ijian pursued in his story, there was nothing 
sinister in either and each/co-ordinated with the 
other. Bat whi-e one side of Stevenson's nature 
longed for romance and wrote-stories to satisfy 
that longing, another side, which shows in his 
esssys, was preoccupied chiefly with the moral 
aspects of life. 


Flaubert, celebrated French novelist^ Is per- 


haps the best example of the dnal personality 
that literature gives iss. He was both reclist and 
romanticist—realist in "Madame Bovary," which 
plumbs the depths of a provincial woman's soul. 
and ToroanRcisi in such works as "Salammbo," 
where he seeks romance in distant times and 
dimes. Flaubert's critics and admirers have 
long wondered how he could produce such con- 
trasting types of work. 


Art critics still smiic over the remarkable 


caricatures the eminent Caruso penciled between 
moments c^song, and Maeterlinck, the poet, is 
also a scientist in his delvings into the lives of 
faces. In jointing there is the astounding case of 
Leonardo da Vinci, who turned from creating 
masterpieces in oil to mathematics aad attempt* 
to snvent flying machines. 


The objective expression of the dnal person- 


ality 5s shown in the work of Leo Kate, -distia- 
guisfecd Viennese artist, who paints portraits of 
th$ doable personalities of his sitters.

"Washington Heights and Iran Wood Memorial 
Statue," which was erected in New York on Me- 
morial Day, 1922, at the intersection of Broach-ay 
and One Hundred and Sixty-eightbj street.
